If the cavalry has orders to charge, 


the charge must be made with the 
desperation and recklessness of men 
who are riding through deadly fire. 
Artillery is hurled headlong into coun- 
try that often is difficult for infantry. 
Men and horses go down and accidents 
are common events of the routine. 
Only occasionally are they made pub- 
lic, as, for instance, the great one of 
last year, when two bodies of heavy 
cavalry rode into each other at full 
speed, killing and 
wounding many 


men. 


Great areas are "reserved"—practi- 


cally seized—for the purposes of these 
evolutions. A circle of 
sentries is 


posted around the reserved territory, 
and the people who live in it are or- 
dered to leave their houses and to re- 
main outside of the lines until the 
practice is ended. In artillery prac- 
tice, particularly, this clearing of the 
territory to be used is done with par- 
ticular care, for the artillery fire, is 
genuine, service shot and shell being 
used. 


A remarkable* feature of German ar- 


tillery mock battles is the use of mov- 
able wooden figures to represent the 
enemy. They are exact copies of in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry, and are 
worked by an elaborate system of 
wires. 


An official German eye witness de- 


scribes an artillery attack as follows: 


"The terrain has been cleared of all 


except the military. In long columns 
the guns crowd a ravine, the last cov- 
er before they go into action. Six 
great horses draw each gun. -* A mes- 
senger comes galloping from the front 
with the order to move. 'Mount! 
Trot!' command the officers. 
The 


long lines thunder up the ravine, offi- 
cers fresh from reconnoisance clatter 
dowr. the lines and report to battery 
chiefs that there is no cover where the 
artillery must go into position and 
that swift movement of the guns is 
necessary to bring them into action 
with the least possible loss of men, 
as the enemy's flM controls the»place. 


"By this time tne umper end of the 


ravine is reached. 
'Bartery, gallop— 


march'.' and with furious speed the 
heavy cannon go into the open—into 
unknown, snow covered country full 
of trenches and •deep cuts. Perhaps 
this is the most exciting manoeuvre of 
the day. Last year an ensign with his 
battery rode over the snow-hid-den 
edge of a 
hill and disappeared 


•with horses 
and men, wounding 


many seriously. Snow-covered water- 
cdurses and drainage canals cut the 
country up. A horse falls. Riders and 
gun thunder on top of it. Axles 
break and men fall beneath iron hoofs. 


"Now 
there is pale lightning in the 


misty distance. Then, even during 
the reckless charge, the artillerymen 
must mark the direction from which 
the shots come, for the flame is the 
only sign of the whereabouts of the 
enemy. 


"Quickly the batteries form in line, 


the battery chiefs, far ahead, stand 
high iu their stirrups and raise their 
arms to signal 'Halt!' In an instant 
the cannoneers are out of the saddle, 
and almost at once the first shot 
booms from the right wing. A great 
crowd of smoke and snowdust shows 
where it has struck, "but the dim flash 
of the enemy's gun through the vapor 
shows that it has fallen short. The 
next shot comes from our left wing, 
and this time we have dropped it into 
the woods that cover the foe. 


"Now 
we have him caught between 


the tines of our fork shots, and 'closer 
and closer we crowd him with the 
ever-concentrating fire of our whole 
batteries. At last we throw a shell in- 
to the woods m just the right place. 
As the white smoke rises it makes a 
shining background, against which the 
dummies, representing the enemy's 
artillery, are plainly visible for a mo- 
ment. Merrily the shrapnels fly now 
and smash into them. 


"Then, moved from the sides with 


long wires, infantry and sharpshoot- 
ers appear here and there. The bat-

Mr. King remained until 1S93, when 


he returned to the States, and for 
three years the church was without a 
minister, until in May, 189C, the pres- 
ent pastor, «Rev. J. H. Condit, was 
commissioned. There were only five 
of the original members remaining in 
the town, but Mr. Condit has built up 
a membership of thirty-three, nearly 
all of whom are young people. He has 
organized a Christian Endeavor society 
with twenty members, while the Sun- 
day-school enrolls seventy children. 
'But the days of this unique church 


edifice are numbered, for It is out of 
harmony with the development of the 
town, and the money has been raised 
for the new building, which will be 
built next summer. But tourists will 
miss the log cabin, or the Chureh of 
the Northern Light, and Mr. Condit 
regrets that it cannot be preserved as 
a relic of the early religious history 
of Alaska.

In the house today, the senate army 


reorganization bill, which came over 
from the senate, was, at Mr. Hull's re- 
quest, immediately referred to the com- 
mittee on military affairs for considera- 
tion. 


A Joint resolution was passed author- 


izing foreign governments desiring to 
make exhibits at the commercial expo- 
sition to be held in Philadelphia in 
1S99, 


to bring into this country foreign labor- 
ers under contract to prepare the ex- 
hibits. 


Mr. Mercer (R., Neb.),'chairman of the 


committee on public buildings and 
grounds, then called up the special order 
setting aside today for the considera- 
tion of public bills.

Being Taken to Guard Health of Soldiers 


In the Philippine!. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—With the ap- 


proach of the rainy season in the Philip- 
pines, now possibly a month off, a. mate- 
rial increase in the sickness among our 
troops may be looked for. The war de- 
partment authorities apprehend . no 
alarming developments in the condition 
of our men as the result of the incoming 
of the rainy season, but have prepared to 
meet any possible contingencies. 


The city of Manila itself is stated to bp 


a comparatively healthy vicinage, and 
the troops remaining there with reason- 
able care may be expected to get along 
fairly well. Outside of the city condi- 
tions are not encouraging an-d are favor- 
able to malarial and similar indisposi- 
tions. In a general way there is likely lo 
be a considerable number of cases of ail 
ments from climatic causes and an un 
usual number of electors and medicine; 
have beeh redezvoused at Manila. 


The medical force now on the island: 


is believed to be sufficient for ordnu 
purposes, and to meet any demands o 
the future reinforcements are being hur- 
ried there. The hospital ship Relief wil 
sail from New York direct for Manil 
by the Suez route in a day or two with 
350 picked men from tha hospital corps 
aad about 10 doctors. This is in addition 
to the regula1 aquipment of the doctor; 
and nurses of the Relief. 


The Relief will be placed at the disposa 


of General Otis, either as a floating hos 
pital or for use in transferrirg the slcl 
and convalescent to the genera! hospita 
now under way at San Francisco. Sh 
is loaded with all the medical supplies 
that she can carry, though there ha 
been no official call from the Philippine; 
for these supplies. The authorities ther 
have full authority to obtain all the sup 
plies of any character that are wanted 
wherever they can be obtained. 


Lieutenant Colonel Woodhull, deputj 


surgeon general, is now en route across 
the continent, .going to Manila for duty 
as chief surgeon. He is one of the most 
efficient medical officers in the army and 
has had the benefit of an army service 
throughout the civil war. He has given 
special attention to sanitation matters, 
and a thorough sanitary system is ex- 
pected to be maintained \\ here our troops 
are encamped.

Courier Readied Alikchi Just, In Time to 


Save Wall a Tonka. 


Antlers, I. T., Feb. 28.—The race with 


death of the courier of United States 
Judge Clayton's court for the life of 
Walla Tonka, the condemned Choctaw 
Indian, was won by a hair's breadth by 
the courier, who made the wild ride 
from South McAlester to Alikchi. Walla 
Tonka was to have been shot Monday 
morning for the murder of his uncle, 
and came to the execution grounds as 
he had promised to do, having- been at 
liberty pending final action by the court. 


Last week a reprieve for 3. rehearing of 


the case was ordemd by Judge Clayton 
and the courier dispatched on the SO-mile 
journey. Ram was falling in torrents, 
and there was every cause for fear that 
ho could not make Alikchi. The fiist 
part of the journey \\.is n<n so bad, but 
he had only one broncho to tarry him the 
distance. 


It was after midnight Sunday morning 


when the rider reached tne flooded Ki- 
anuehi river. Here he stopped till day- 
light, and then, with his hand on the 
pommel of his saddle, swam the stream 
with his pony. The pony \vas almost ex- 
hausted when Big Creek was reached, 
•nd a long detour waa necessary, which 
caused hours of delay. Night came 
and more rain, and when the Seven 
Devils hill was reached, the broncho 
staggered. He fell lo th«» ground with 
the rider, and they rested for the night, 
though-but 10 miles from Alikchi. 


Before dawn they were up again, and 


finally the broncho, bearing the courier, 
staggered to 
the execution grounds 


where the witnesses and executioners 
and stolid Walla Tonka were facing 
death. The Indian heard his reprieve

which is not confined to military work 
alone, but may be applied the world 
over. 


The present field and telephone-tele- 


graph apparatus of the Signal Corps 
represents the result of more than five 
years of experiments. General Greely, 
chief signal 
officer, 
secured from 


abroad a Charallois system for tele- 
phonic communication in 1S92. By 
this system oral rommunication was 
possible through uninsulated bimetal- 
lic wire laid on the ground, each end 
being connected by a Charallois trans- 
mitter and receiver. The success of 
this so-called system was attributed 
by its inventor, Captain Charallois, of 
the French Arm}', to the 
peculiar 


properties of the wire used by him. 


After one trial of the Charallois 


telephones they -were permanently re- 
placed by the Crown magneto tele- 
phones, owned by the Signal Corps, 
with resulting sound many times loud- 
er than with the 
Charallois instru- 


ments. 


Next a study of the bimetallic wire 


led to the conclusions that it did not 
possess any special qualities in an 
electric way, and it was theoretically 
demonstrated thit as good results 
should follow the ^se of a single met- 
al wire of the same diameter as the 
bimetallic, and practical test proved 
this to be a fact. ' Pure copper, sili- 
con, bronze and other wires of the 
size of the bimetallic gave entirely as 
good results. 


As the original idea was to use the 


uninsulated wire only for oral com- 
munication, and 34, in fact, it was 
not possible then to otherwise use it, 
the problem of adapting it to the use 
of the Signal Corjxs as a part of its 
means of telegraphic communication 
was confronted.

Corps, an 
expeit electrician, v<s.s 


charged with the solution of this prob- 
lem by General C.'pely. fie replaced 
the magneto telepht-nes used as trans- 
mitters substituting a carbon trans- 
mitter, with greatl> improved results. 
These instruments i/eie introduced in- 
to a circuit with a battery, induction 
coil and telegraph t.ode and communi- 
cation by Morse tjlegraph

The back stroke of the diaphragm 


being much louder ^han the sound ob- 
tained when the current was seat 
through the magnet seemed for a time 
a fatal objection to the use of the in- 
strument as part of the telegraph sys- 
tem. An ingemoiu solution of the 
problem was found by Captain Allen, 
whereby the 
Morso code Is read as 


easily through the receiver as from an 
ordinary telegraph bounder. 


Having in mind <jomparativelyS suc- 


cessful experiments abroad in the use 
of a single wire for telegraphing and 
telephoning. Captain Allen then be- 
gan work on that lite, and, ingenious- 
ly surmounting tha many difficulties 
itiet with In his (jxhaustive experi- 
ments, perfected ths instrument now 
used by thfe Signal Corps. 


It has been riglcly tested at dis- 


tances up to 625 miXts and pronounced 
a success In its various capacities as a 
"buzz," Morse, tele&Jionic and phono- 
plex instrument. Ifhe whole outfit 
weighs only sixteen pounds, including 
battery 
enough to work over any 


length of line that the corps would 
probably be called upon to operate. An 
operator may therefore easily carry in 
his hand a combination telegraph and 


ottce.
